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his progress to this place, About six miles from town they 
were met by Capt, Able's company of cavalry attached to the 
49th Reg't, commanded by Lieut, Col, 2.H. Boone, and on reach- 
ing the Academy hill, west.of town, the procession was met by 
the lLayor and Aldermen of Fayetteville, and a large concourse 
of citizens of the county, and in the name and on behalf of the 
- Corporation and citizens, he was welcomed to the town by the 

following appropriate address from w,P, *artin, Esq., one of 
the Aldermen, ‘ ; , 


"General Jackson: a 

"Suffer me, in the name of the citizens of Fayetteville, to 
welcome your visit to this place. It is the more welcome, as 
it revives the recollection of events, important in themselves, 
and in which you performed a part so conspicuous; events that 
have resulted to the benefit of our county and to the honor of 
yourself, It revives the recollection of obligations imposed 
upon us, whilst in 1813, you were stationed at camp Blount on 
the borders of’ ovr town; your conduct and that of your troops, 
at that time, merit the repeated thanks of the citizens of 
Fayetteville. I will not, on this occasion, attempt a detail 
of the many important services, which you have rendered your 
country; they live in the recollection of a erateful people, 
they are inscribed on the pages of history, and in the song of 
the bard-they will. continue to exist in the recollections of 
the American nation, while that hallowed flame of patriotism 
exists,., which impelled them, with yourself their fearless leader, 
to rescue their country from the oppression of usurption and 
tryanny. 


"Yours is not the applause elicited from a degraded and enslaved 
populace by the. adventitious aid of hereditary wealth or 
hereditary honor. It has been gained by labor and peril-a true 
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devotion to the cause of liberty in extreme youth, a preserva-~ 
tion of that blessing in old age unavoidable slaughter and war, 
together with unceasing vigilance and circumspection, 


"The history of your life is replete with deeds that deserve 

to be held in remembrance by all who are friends to their country; 
and honored by admirers of patriotism and honest principles. 

We embrace this opportunity to testify our grateful semtiments 
to the man, who is the boast of the west, for your true devotion 
to the cause of liberty-your protection and energetic exertions 
in the hour of peril~your important services in the councils of 
our nation, and your great solicitude for the happiness and 
prosperity of your country. suffice it to say, we highly * | 
approve your conduct in the different and trying stations in 
which you have been placed~that we revere the character in 

whom we conceive to be combined, splendid abilities, known 
patriotism, and tried integrity. 


"We admire and highly approve the magnanimous and decided 
course, which you pursued during the late canvass for the 
Presidency. That office was within your power, it could have 
been secured by you on the terms upon which it is now occupied. 
But we rejoice that the distinguished patriot and statesman of 
Tennessee, could not be purchased, and that the interest of his 
fellow citizens would not by him be sold. Your conduct, on 
that occasion, we conceive to be highly meritorious, it indeed 
deserves the approbation of all, particularly of those who were, 
and now are your devoted friends, In it we see plainly mani- 
fested that decision and energy of conduct, magnanimity of 
sentiment, love of country and inflexible integrity, which is 

so justly imputed to you, You have been ever ready to oppose 
the destructive effects of political swindling and corruption; 
ever willing and solicitous that the will of the people should 
be done, that they should have a strong voice in the management 
of the affairs of this nation, We have no doubt these principles 
will continue to be cherished by you; may you continue to main- 
tain them; may the people of these United States feel and know 
your merit, and may it be most amply rewarded, 


"To which the General returned the following handsome and 
feeling reply: 


"Sir: ; 

"You cordial welcome is grateful to my feelings. It recalls 

to my recollection the urbanity and hospitality which were 
extended to me and my troonvs by the citizens of this town and 
county, in 1813, while encamped in its vicinity, on their march 
to protect our southern frontiers from the ruthless savage, 
Sir, the orderly conduct of the brave men I had the happiness 
to command, was honorable to them, to me, and to their country. 
These high-minded men, whom patriotism alone had led to the 
tented field, to defend their country, and their country's 
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right, could not trespass on, or infringe the nee and. 
privileges of their fellow citizens of Fayetteville, and of 
Lincoln county. These were the wealth and sinew of your country- 
they were the citizen-soldiers, who‘appreciated, above all. 
earthly blessings, the liberties achieved by their fore-fathers, 
and had sworn to hand thandown, unimpared, to their children, 

or die in the attempt. With such an army your rights could 

not be infringed, nor your property molested. In the ranks of 
such men, order, digcipline, and strict subordination were 
casily introduced and maintained. It was the prowess of these 
citizen-soldiers, that enabled me so promptly and effectually, 
to terminate a savage war-to meet and vanquish their more 

Savage allies, the British, at New Orleans, which gave security 
to your borders, and peace to the nation. I, Sir, was only 

an humble instrument in the hands of a wise and superintending 
Providence, for the accomplishment of those important and 
beneficial objects, 


"hy humble efforts in the service of my country, whether in the 
field or cabinet, I am fearful, are too highly appreciated by 
you. I can with condor, however, declare, that in every sit- 
vation, to which I have. been called by my fellow citizens, 

my best judgment has been exercised, and unceasing exertions 
been employed, to promote the best interests of my country. 

How far I have succeeded, is evidenced by your approbation. 


"You, Sir, have been pleased to pass in review my conduct in 
the late presidential contest. I trust you will believe me 
candid, when I assure you that I have too long practiced the 
pure principles of Republicanism to abandon them at this late 
period of my life, I have always been taught to believe that 
ours is a Government based upon the will of the people, and 
established for their prosperity and happiness exclusively. 

In the adoption of our Constitution the people secured to them- 
selves the right of chosing their own agents to administer the 
government agreeably to their own will, as expressed by the 
voice of a majority. Surely then, in the exercise of these 
important rights, they ought to be left to the dictates of 
their own unbiased judgments. Acting, Sir, in accordance to 
these fundamental principles of our government, and having laid 
it down as a rule from which I have never departed, ‘neither — 
to seek nor decline office, when freely offered by the people," 
I could not interfere in any manner whatever in that contest, 
while either before the people, or the people's representatives, 
Your approbation of my course is, therefore, truly gratifying; 
and particularly so, as my conduct on that occasion was dict- 
ated by my best judgment. 


"For the kind solicitude, you have expressed for my promotion 
in the estimation of my fellow citizens, I tender you my sincere 
thanks, 


"The whole company then formed a procession and proceeded to

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numerous concourse of citizens with every demonstration of 
high respect ané undiminished gratitude, and conducted to 
laj. beConnelitg Hotel, where he was introduced to all who 
desired an introduction, and received them with that peculiar 
urbanity which forms so distinguished a feature in his char- 
acter, and which sets at perfect ease all who are presented 
to him, : 


"july 6-The day was ushered in with the usual demonstrations 
-of joy. and rejoicing, At 1 o'clock, Gen, Jackson, attended by 
‘the escort of the preceeding day, and an immense cavalcade of 
citizens repaired to the Crooked Spring. On reaching that 
place he received from ¢, H, horgan, Esq., the following 
address :- - 


"General Jackson: 


"Two causes present themselves today, as an exhilerating stim- 
ulus to our feelings, The propitious return of that ever mem- 
orable day, which gave birth to our national independence-and 
that lively emotion of delight, which is infused into every 
bosom from pur participation with us in this joyous scene. 
hever did the day we commemorate, open upon a more important 
era in the distinies of the world. | : 


"The great principles, announced on the fourth of duly L770, 

we now behold gloriously triumphant in every portion of the 
Western Hemisphere, And now in the vale and mountains of Greece 
those principles are staked upon the solemn issue of the sword. 


"Urged by the intolerable injuries of Great Britain we drew 

the sword, and appealed to the opinion of mankind for our just- 
ification, We asserted in the face of the world, 'that to 
‘gecure certain individual rights, governments are instituted 
among men, deriving their just powers from the consent of 

the governed, And whenever a form of government becomes oppress- 
ive, the people possess the right to-.abolish it, and to in- 
stitute another, laying its foundation.on such principles,

"That liberty, Sir, which Jefferson vindicated by the pen, and 
Washington supported by the sword, you ultimately sealed with 
the blood of our oppressors on the plains of New Orleans, 


"When alarm pervaded our country, and danger was at its confines, 
we welcomed you to our village with different sensations from 
those we feel on the present occasion. You and those brave 
soldierg whose valor, guided by your discreet judgment, proved 
alike beneficial to our county, and honorable to ourselves, 

we then welcomed to our village, as our safeguard from savage 
cruelty and barbarism, Sut now, Sir, when all with us is 

peace and prosperity-when the alarm of war has subsided, and 
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every apprehension of danger is removed-we again hail you wel- 
come to our village with bosoms glowing with the warmest and 
most sincere emotions of gratitude; and receive you here 

with grateful remembrance, for your highly important public 
services, which so efficiently contributed to the establish- 
ment of ovr present happy and prosperous condition, And now, 
Sir, at this festive board, around which there are many of those 
brave patriots, who marched to the field of glory under your 
victorious standard, we offer you a full manifestation, that 
your whole public conduct has received the unqualified appro- 
bation of your fellow citizens of Lincoln county. 


"To which with his usual felicity of manner, he made reply as 
follows:

"The incidents to which you have adverted, as exhilerating the 
feelings which this day is hailed by the citizens of Lincoln 
county excite within my bosom sensations, no less sacred and 
powerful, Sut a few years ago, almost in sight of this village, 
many of our countrymen lay, exposed to the tomahawk, and scalp- 
ing knife of the relentless savage, The brave soldiers, who 
had marched. to their defense, were here assembled and organized 
for battle, And instead of the joys which now animate every 
countenance around me, was seen only the threatening and resolute 
aspect of war, How different the scene now! To the privations 
and sufferings of the camp, have succeeded many years of peace, 
The fruits of prosperity now enrich your land-the sciences and 
the arts flourish in your village-and the Government, strength- 
ened by your valor, and controlled by your sovereign will, 
diffuses the blessings of free, and equal laws-and if there 

can be anything more wanting to compete an offering, worthy of 
this sacred Gay, it is these patriot heroes, whom I see totter- 
ing near me-these gray-headed fathers of the Revolution, who 
are hallowing by their presence the valor of their children, 
Sir, to partake with you of this National festival, under 
circumstances so propitious to the freedom and durability of 
our Government, is a source of unspeakable satisfaction to me, 


"Allow me, Sir, to thank you for the recollection, on this occa- 
sion, of those brave troops, who so nobly sustained the aims 

of their country in the campaign, which I had the honor to 
conduct during the late war. With such troops the liberties 

of the people will always be safe. 


"Allow me elso to thank you, and the citizens of this town and 
county, for the favorable manner with which you have been pleased 
to speak of my services; they were my country's and their only 
ambition has been the promotion of its good, It is, therefore, 

a source of the highest consolation to receive, from a portion 

of my fellow citizens, so numerous and respectable, ana 

who have been in so great a degree the witnesses of my conduct, 

a testimonial, so flattering, as their entire approbation. 
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after which the company partook of an excellent dinner pre- 
pared for the occasion. by tiaj, NeConnell, at which James Bright, 
Hsq., presided, assisted by Gen, Greer and B, Clements, ZEsq., 

as Vice. President, 


"Among the invited guests were a number of the grey headed 
veterans of the Revolution, who were seated by the side of . 
their compatriot in arms, and with him recalled the incidents 

of their former sufferings and privations for the acquisition | 
of that Independence which they were then so happily celebrating- 
and with all the guarility of age narrated the perils and dan- 
gers, the hardy adventures and hairbreadth escapes of those 

days which ‘tried men's souls.! 


"The following are among the toasts drank upon the occasion, 
which were received with unbounded enthusiasm amidst accla- 
mations of applause and shouts of approbation.

"The pleasures of the day were terminated by a ball at the Fay- 
etteville Inn, which in number, splendor, elegance and beauty, 
was never exceeded in this place, and would vie with similar 
exhibitions. in towns far surpassing ours in age and population, 
General Jackson and his suites honored the ball with their 
presence, and added very greatly to the pleasures of- the fas- 
cinating scene-one spontancous feeling of satisfaction and 
delight appeared to pervade the whole company, Youth, beauty, 
taste and fashion, felt honored in yielding honor to tne vet--— 
erans, whose inestimable service had consecrated the day of 


this celebration with the richest blood that ever flowed from
